It would be have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the edge-lit illumination system 
of Klick by providing a light emitting sheet having marking of the sizes within the range 0.1 to 10 mm, since it has been held that 
discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. 
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
